EDS Updates Residents 


on Status of Projects 

Dear editor and local residents: 

Environmental Disposal Systems, 

Inc. (EDS), is providing this update to 

keep all of you informed of develop- 

ments pertaining to our Northline Road 

and Citrin Drive deepwell facilities. 

Northiine Road Faciilty 

e On October 29, 1996, EDS held a 
public information meeting to present 
a description of the facility, waste- 
water types proposed for accep- 
tance, and details regarding the 
permitting process. This presenta- 
tion ended with numerous questions 
from the audience. Attendance by 
residents was sincerely appreciated 
and made the meeting well worth 
having. 

¢ On November 7, 1996, EDS held a 
meeting with local health officials to 
exchange information regarding the 
facility and how it canbe designed to 
maximize safety. 

¢ The Wayne County Court process 
concerning this facility continues to 
plod along. On November 8, 1996, a 
series of issues were heard by Judge 
Morcom, including the City's request 
to end the case filed by the City 
against EDS and obtain a perma- 
nent injunction against the use of the 
Northline site, and to end a suit 
brought by EDS against the City for 
damages. Also heard were other 
matters regarding whether City Offi- 
cials and the City Attorney can be 
questioned by EDS, as well as 
whether the Court will combine the 
two cases into one, and have acom- 
bined trial, for the sake of efficiency. 
The Judge did not rule on any of 
these issues except to protect City 
Attorney Barry Seifman from being 
questioned. She estimated that it 
would be anumber of months (two to 
Six) before she would reach any 
decisions. In the event that Judge 
Morcom rules against EDS on any 
or all issues, EDS will promptly file 
appeals to the Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 


e Inaccordance with the recent ruling 
from the Michigan Court of Appeals 
which reversed Judge Morcom on 
an earlier ruling, EDS will resume 
the permitting process and will sub- 
mit its application to complete con- 
struction of this facility (which will 
include a second deepwell) to the 
State of Michigan as soon as it can 
be finalized. | 

Cltrin Drive Facility 

e EDS submitted an application to go 
before the City of Romulus’ Plan- 
ning Commission and Environmen- 
tal Protection Board on September 
12, 1996. The City asked EDS to fill 
out a new application form in late 
October. This new application form 
has been completed and submitted 
to the City. 

¢ On November 7, 1996, a meeting 
was held with local health officials to 
exchange information regarding the 


facility and how it canbe designedto 


maximize safety. 

e EDS has already submitted applica- 
tions to the United Stated Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (USEPA) 
and Michigan Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality (MDEQ) Geologi- 
cal Survey Division for two injection 
well permits, and will apply to the 
State of Michigan for a construction 
and operating permit for this facility 
as soon as the application can be 
finalized. 

EDS again wants to express its 
appreciation to those individuals who 
have attended our public information 
meetings.

the underground Mt. Simon formation 
of private property owners!

Major Expansions Mark State 
Opening of Ski Season 


Michigan's ski areas are expanding 
— both on the slopes and off — to lure 
new, eager learners as well as steady 
customers, reports AAA Michigan. 

"Michigan skiers have a lot to look 
forward to this winter, thanks to new 
developments opening this season, and 
new ways to have fun going downhill," 
says Bill Best, AAA Michigan's Travel 
Service director. "To meet the growing 
recreational pursuits of families, seven 
ski areas are building new snowboard 
parks or enlarging existing ones." Some 
report an increase in 25- to 40-year-old 
boarders. 

The focus on family continues at 
most Michigan ski areas. At least seven 
ski areas are also introducing rentals of 
new "super-sidecut" skis, designed to 
allow nearly effortless turning. The in- 
dustry hopes these new skis will revital- 
ize long-term interest in skiing and build 
on last winter's success. 

"The industry is coming off a good 
year after several years of flat growth," 
Best adds. An unusually long winter 
made for a November-to-late-April ski 
season, boosting ski revenues an aver- 
age of 16%, according to a Michigan Ski 
Industries Association survey. 

The State's largest skidevelopment 
comes from Boyne Mountain, near 
Boyne Falls, which didn't end the previ- 
ous season until May 12. In its largest 
expansion ever, Boyne will open 12 
new runs this winter, increasing its ter- 
rain by nearly a third. 

Runs at the new Disciples Ridge 
include five beginner, or "green" runs; 
three interniediate, or "blue" trails; and 
three advanced, or "black diamond" 
runs. The twelfth new run, billed as 
Michigan's steepesttrail—named Devil's 
Dive — is rated double-black diamond, 
with a 61% grade. The area will be 
served by a new three-person chairlift. 

Boyne will add beginners “carou- 
sels" at Boyne Mountain and Boyne 
Highlands, near Harbor Springs, which 
expanded its runs in 1992. First-timers 
are towed in a circle by four revolving 
booms while gaining their balance and 
confidence. Boyne Highlands is creat- 
ing asecond snowboard half-pipe, ser- 
viced by a rope tow. 

Inthe Upper Peninsula, Indianhead 
Mountain, near Ironwood, cut three mile- 
long downhill trails, while Marquette 
Mountain, near Marquette, has a new 
all-terrain run for skiers and snow- 
boarders, two glade trails, andasecond 
snowboard half-pipe. Nub's Nob, near 
Harbor Springs, continues preparations 
for the 1997 opening of its area, which 
will feature 10 more runs and a new 
four-place chairlift. 

This season, two beginner runs 
have been added, and a glade created 
in anintermediate area, adding 11 acres 


of terrain. Just for families, Nub's also 
doubled the size of the children's terrain 
garden, rebuilt one four-place chairlift 
and increased snowmaking capacity. 
Cross-country skiers will find nearly four 
more miles of trail for both striders and 
skaters. 

Twenty-one areas have banded to 
offer a "White Gold Card." Purchasers 
can ski once at each ski area, and geta 
free ski tune-up at participating shops. 
And the Discover Michigan Skiing pro- 
gram at 22 resorts has discounted les- 
sons, rentals, and lift or trail passes 
from January 6-31. 

Other improvements, by region, 
include: 

West Michigan 

Bittersweet, near Otsego, addeda 
rope tow to its terrain park andincreased 
snowmaking 10%. At Crystal Moun- 
tain, near Thompsonville, construction 
is underway on the 50-unit Inn at the 
Mountain. The first 28 units will open 
next season, increasing hotel rooms by 
nearly 40%. Crystal will offer snowshoe 
rental this season, with 1,200 acres of 
woods to explore. Downhillers can try 
"Sidecuts to Success," a new ski school 
program featuring super-sidecut skis. 
Starting in January, vacationers will also 
ski "two for the price of one” Thursday 
afternoons. Those age 55 and older get 
afree lesson Tuesday afternoons, while 
women 18 and older can ski free 
Wednesday afternoons. Mount Holl- 
day, near Traverse City, expanded its 
lodge for extra ski school and locker 
room space, upped snowmaking ca- 
pacity 10%, andenlarged its snowboard 
park, adding a rope tow and a second 
slide. 

Shanty Creek, near Bellaire, is of- 
fering sidecut ski rentals and special 
five-day ski packages to emphasize 
midweek skiing, and is enhancing its 
children's terrain area. 

The Homestead, Glen Arbor, will 
introduce guided cross-country telemark

Pursuant to Section 11118 (9) of Part 111, Hazardous Waste Manage- 
ment of Michigan's Natural Resources Environmental Protection Act 1994 
PA451, as amended (Act 451), notice is hereby given that Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) will submit a Construction Permit Application 
for a Hazardous Waste Facility to the Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ). . 

EDS proposes to construct a Liquid Hazardous Waste Storage, Filtering, 
and Disposal Facility. This facility will dispose of liquids in two deep injection 
wells, for which Construction Permit Applications have been filed under PA 
315. The facility will be located on a site on Citrin Drive in Romulus, Michigan 
as shown on the map provided in this notice. The site is located in the 
SW1/4 NW1/4 SE1/4 of Section 12, T3S-R9E. First, the application will be 
reviewed to determine whether or not it is administratively complete. The 
process takes approximately thirty (30) days. If the application is incomplete, 
the local municipality and persons onthe facility mailing list will be notified and 
the missing information will be required in writing from EDS. When the missing 
information is provided by EDS, and the application is determined to be 
complete, the MDEQ will immediately notify the local municipality and 
persons onthe facility mailing list, and proceed with a technical review of the 
application. Within 120 days of receipt of a complete application, the Director 
of MDEQ will either refer the application to the Site Review Board or notify 
EDS and the public of its intention to deny the application. The denial process 
includes a public participation period. 

Upon the Director's referral, a Site Review Board is established pursuant 
to Section 11117 of Act 451 to review the potential impact that the proposed 
facility will have on the local community. The Board will have 180 days to 
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recommend that the Director either approve or reject the construction permit 
application. All persons on the facility mailing list will be notified of meetings. 
Once the Board makes its recommendations, the Director of the Department 
will appropriately issue or deny the construction permit. 

After the application is submitted, it will be available for review at the 
Department of Environmental Quality, Waste Management Division Office, on 
the First Floor of the John A. Hannah Office Building located at the northwest 
corner of Pine and Allegan streets in Lansing, Michigan and at the Southern 
Michigan Field Office located at 38980 Seven Mile Road in Livonia, Michigan.

Have you ever heard the saying 
"Boys will be boys?" Well even in Mrs. 
Dot Icenogle's school days the saying 
rang true. When Mrs. Icenogle was in 
school, the boys used to dip her long 
blonde hair into the inkwell on her desk 
and make it turn green. 

Before we met our elder, Mrs. Dot 
Icenogle, we thought she might be 
mean. We were feeling scared. We also 
thought she might not want to talk to us. 
However, when we met her, we re- 
ceived a great surprise. She was a very 
nice person who seemed to be very 
interested in the project. She brought 
her own note pad. We were very 
comfortable around her. We talked and 
talked until it was time to go. She is a 
very nice person. She told us a lot of 
interesting stories about her life and her 
family. 

Dot Icenogle was born May 16 in 
the year 1911 in Hamilton, Ontario. She 
had five sisters, three of them are now 
deceased. Mrs. Icenogle's parents were 
both from England, and both were very 
proper. 

Mrs. Icenogle met her husband 
through her girlfriends. Their courtship 
lasted for two years. Mrs. Icenogle had 
avery small but pleasant wedding. She 
was 20 years old when she was mar- 
ried. She turned 21 two weeks after her 
marriage. Mrs. Icenogle believes that 
the ingredients to a happy marriage are 
learning to give and to take. One of the 


things Mrs. Icenogle hadto learntotake 
was being a farmer's wife because she 
grew up inthe city. She was not used to 
getting up at the crack of dawn to feed 
the chickens and to milk the cows and 
other farm stuff like that, but she quickly 
learned. 

Mrs. Icenogle had three children. 
One of them is now deceased. She 
raised her children to tellthe truth and to 
be honest, and she believes her chil- 
dren have prospered because of that. 
Mrs. Icenogle believes that children to- 
day are left alone too much and watch 
too much television. She says televi- 
sion is not a baby sitter. 

Mrs. Icenogle went to Wyandotte 
High School where at that time her 
favorite subject was geography. When 
she went to school, the children were 
disciplined with rulers. Now you just get 
areferralor are suspended, whichis not 
really the same. 

When Mrs. Icenogle did not have a 
television, she played games andsewed 
with the few girls in the neighborhood, 
which at that time were only four. 

To earn aliving Mrs. lcenogle was a 
messenger. She had to do a lot of 
Standing at this job. She used a pair of 
shoes each week. Mrs. Icenogle liked 
the people and the fact that the com- 
pany for which she worked had a mas- 
cot that was an Indian. This company is 
now Wyandotte Chemical, but it no 
longer has an Indian mascot. After leav- 
ing her job as amessenger she worked 
in an office. She was paid a salary of 
$32 a month. At that time there were no 
taxes and that was good money. She 
worked at this office for five years, with 
promotions in between. 

From working with Mrs. Icenogle, 
we have learned not to stereotype 
people because most of the time they 
will surprise you.
